T HE Irainboy is passing into the realm of the “has tieens." Fils day 
of financial glory are gone and the news companies tied it a hard 
proposition to employ hoys who can sell newspapers, magazines, books, 
fruit ami what not on tlie railroad trains. The reason is that tlie hoys 
I do not earn tile money that they did in other days. 

Tlie faded glory of the train boy is atirihutoii to a multitude of causes. 

1 but tlie paramount cause may lie placed at Hie door of tlie hustling young 
chaps who sell newspapers on the station platforms. Passengers buy news¬ 
papers before they get on the trains. Then there is the si reel fruit slanil. if 
a traveler wants fruit lie is going to buy i; at a fruit stand, where lie can 
get two oranges for a nieki 1. The traintioy must get a nickel for one. News¬ 
papers must also bring the trainhoy a nickel. The platform hoy sills it 
for two cents. 

There are but few of the old train "l>cy<” left. They began business back 
in tlie days when the train boy was called the "peanut.” That was when 
I the train boys sold peanuts on the train at live cents a glass. For a nickel 
one can get four glasses of peanuts to day. Between fifteen anil twenty 
j years ago tlie railroads declared against tiie sale of shell peanuts In trains 
ami the “peanut” lest liis title. After t nil. some one give him the title of 
"butcher.” Nobody knows where the lmne eaiue from, Imt it's stuck just 
the same. But to-day he is "liis majesty, tlie train boy.” 

"The good old days are gone," mu- I on,- of the veteran "hoys," ns he 
wiped a cinder from the corner of liis eye. "It won't be many years now 
imiil tlie news agents on the trains will be a forgotten fancy. We barely 
make a living now. In tlie old days we mai'e money so fast we. didn't appre¬ 
ciate it. ’Ten dollars clear profit was not an unusual day’s work with us. 

1 have made a fortune in my time. Imt, 1 spent it, too. I'll make good during 
the St. I .unis exposition, however." 

"l>o you make big money during the expositions''” 

"l*o we? A man with a good exposition train lias got a cinch. You 
see. the exposition trains lay in the sidetracks ami the passengers have to 
r lie amused. So they cat and read and wo get the money. I'll enjoy the St. 
1 .outs show, 1 am sure.”
